SCHOOL REPORT. 


T'o Citizens of New London: 

The school year, just ended, has combined a good degree of suc- 
cess with some failures. 

Teachers of experience and ability have been difficult to obtain. 
Such could command higher salaries than we could offer, and some 
of our teachers have had little aptitude for the work, while their ac- 
quaintance with the branches required to be taught, was somewhat 
limited. ‘ 

Most of our teachers have labored conscientiously and faithfully, 
and the results in some schools have been highly satistactory. 

It is to be regretted that there have been so many changes in 
teachers during the year. Only four teachers have been retained for 
two terms in the same division, and none for the year. Different 
reasons have rendered these changes unavoidable. 

Parents should be careful how they condemn teachers on the words 
of their children. They should visit the schools and form their own 
opinion. With the co operation of the parents, some of our best 
teachers could have done better work A good teacher sometimes 
fails to please, and how long such ateacher should be retained in a 
school, under these circumstances, is a question which your board 
has not been able to decide. 

A school was held at Pleasant street during the summer and fall. 
In the winter one of the pupils attended the Colby. Hill division. 

Owing to much sickness in the winter, the average attendance of 
pupils in most of the schools was considerably diminished, and the 
Colby Hill and Scytheville divisions were closed at the end of eight 
and eight and one-fifth weeks, respectively.
